Labor's View of Arbitration. 

Broadly speaking, labor has little 
confidence in courts of any kind and 
is suspicious of most tribunals set 
up to settle industrial conflicts. WLa- 
bor is partisan—or rather labor lead- 
ers are—and hence a fear of an ad- 
verse verdict often actuates the 
spokesmen of organized labor when 
they insist on. using the strike 
weapon. Instead of resorting to 
tribunals, they argue that there is 
no restraint on the bareaining pow- 
ers of the employer when he takes 


The new law simply says that inas- 
much’ as public utilities had to be 
regulated by commissions and 
‘boards in order that the public might

Collective Bargaining Protected. 

“Collective bargaining,” sdvs the

ercised, and is expected to be exer- 
cised even to the extent of altering 
orders of the Court of Industrial Re-| 
lations. What the defendants (the 
labor leaders) contend for is license 
to conspire to injure the public.” 

In that last sentence may be read 
the whole point of the controversy. 

Labor contends it has no inten- 
tion of injuring the public any more, 
to be sure, than has the employer 
whose attitude may bring on a dead- 
lock in a negotiation.

He said that 
the former leadership in the Past 
is gone from the party.

Rapid increases in 
yalue do not often occur in an old 
country and you can’t sell land back 
and forth for small increases, as 
you can sell shares (stocks), for in- 
stance. Much of our land, too, is 


in large ownership, constituting old 
estates, 
Extension of Zoning Needed. 

“St. Louis has 4a- fine residential 
development,” the visitor said, “but | 
the need for an extension of the zon- 
ing system, to protect this residence 
development, is obvious. People are 
building costly homes in some plac’s 
where the outlook is not protected. 
In England, such building would not 
be undertaken without assured pro- 
tection. 

“Your apartment house district 
shows an alarming density. This fol- 
lows the same tendency which is 
shown in tenement house districts, 
and in the business congestion of the 
downtown center. The remedy for 
all is the building up of outlying 
communities, to contaih the better 
class of residences as well as work- 
ingmen’s homes, and to have their 
own stores and places of amusement, 
so that the downtown transport 
crush, with its useless movement of 
people and goods, is lessened. 


‘This decentralization does not ap- 
ply to everything. There are things 
that should be centralized—public 
buildings, particularily. Our English 
town and city planning is mostly a 
matter of housing, and does not have 
much to‘do with public buildings, as 
these are already located. In St. 
Louis you are fortunate in the ar- 
rangement of your central public 
buildings, and in the possibility of 
locating new bulidings to advantage. 
I am told that you will need a court- 
house and a Federal Building, and | 
that a Municipal Auditorium is be- 
ing considered. It would be folly not | 
to group these together, in relation | 
to the city hall and Central Library.” 
(This is the plan of the Memorial 
Plaza, proposed as a feature of a 
municipal bond issue). 

In Engiand, he said, an act of Par- 
liament has made it possible to 
carry out city development schemes, 
independent of the arbitrary boun- 
daries of municipalities. Beginning 
next year, all cities and towns of 
more than 20,000 inhabitants will be 
required to prepare plans for the 
control of unimproved land within 
their areas, and committees will have 
power to plan main rdads (major 
streets, they are-called in the St. 
Louls city plan, and to provide for 


their devélopment by the different 
local authorities. 
Favors Street Widening. 

Unwin viewed the plans for widen- 
ing of several St. Louis streets, and 
declared such widening wise and 
necessary, but he held that. street 
widening cannot. wholly solve the 
problem of traffic congestion, and 
that decentralization must be under- 
taken at the same time. 

“City planning should not be lim- 
ited by city lines, or even by State 
lines,” Unwin said. “Large centers 
of population should be treated as 4 
whole, and the development of self- 
contained suburbs on all sides should 
be sought. The best result is ob- 
tained when these suburbs can be 


set apart in some way, as by a strip 
of parking, separating them from 
the city central area.”

LLOYD GHOERGE’S FALL. 

The fall of the Lioyd George Government has long 
heen foreshadowed. The Near East crisis, in which 
the Prime Minister was accused of serious bungling 
served as the occasion for the Unionists’ withdrawa! 
from the coalition, but it was not the cause. The cause 
lies deeper. The coalition was an emergency form of 
government which, under the resourceful genfus of

| Lioyd George, maintained itself so long that it threat- 


ened to destroy the identity of the parties. The point 
made by Bonar Law explains the situation. “It ts 
more important,” he said, “to keep our party unitec 
than to win the next election.” 

With the passing of Lloyd George the last of the 
Big Four disappears. Orlando was the first to go 
then Clemenceau, then the repudiation of Wilson. Each 
of those men performed prodigiously, but of the four 
Liord George was the Atlas who carried the world on 
his shoulders and apparently thrived under the bur- 
den. After his seven Herculean years he is today as 
fresh and vigorous as when he assumed the specially 
created post of Minister of Munitions and took over 
the task in which Kitchener had fatied. At Manches- 
ter, a few days ago, Liord George carried the fight to 
his critics with all the verve of a youngster’s love of 
battling. And because of a temperament and virility 
so buorant and f{nexhaustible the matter of writing the 
little Welshman’s political epitaph may well be post- 
poned. 

True, his return to power seems problematical, [f 
not impossible. at this distance. He has no actua! 
party affiliation now, though at Manchester he spoke 
as a Liberal. But he has behind him a record of enor- 
mous and arduous things done. The @ifficulties he 
has met and surmounted, or temporarily shelved, are 
without parallel. Both at home and abroad the war 
of his premiership has been an almost uninterrupted 
series of crises. That he changed front frequentlr. 
as necessity required, ts undeniable, but the fact that 
be remained in power so long and so successfully ts 
pretty nearly a political miracle.

The appeal in their behalf which comes to you from 
the President of the United States is to be heeded, be- 
Cause you are one of the great-hearted Americans to 
whom his letter is written. The appeal from the Near 
East Relief and the American Red Cross through their 
chairmen is to be heeded, because your ears are open to 
such a call for help in this terrible emergency.

HILLIS WHEATLEY’'S accom- 
Pp plishments as an African slave 

girl who climbed from oblivion 
to fame through her untiring efforts 
to learn, place her in a special class 
among the heroines of history. She 
did not lead an army or give her life 
for a cause, but by overcoming old 
traditions and race prejudice Phillis 
Wheatley opened up a new vista for 
her people. 

Brought from her native home in 
Africa to Boston in 1761, when she 
was but 6 years of age, Phillis was 
sold in the slave market to Mrs. John 
Wheatley, wife of a Boston mer- 
chant. The little slave-girl could 
not have passed into better hands, 
for Mrs. Wheatley was gentle and 
kind to her servants, and took a per- 
sonal interest in them. 


Phillis idolized her mistress, and 
wanted to become more like her, She 
realized that in order to do this she 
would have to learn, so Phillis set 
about studying. For a long while, 
after everyone else was in bed, the 
slave girl would get up and read in 
secret. 


Finally, Mrs. Wheatley perceived 
that Phillis was unusually bright, 
and planned for her education. 
What! Educate an African slave 
girl! Mrs. Wheatley’s friends were 
astounded, but this did not swerve 
Mrs. Wheatley from her purpose. 
Phillis did not waste a single pre- 
cious minute of the time her mistress 
gave her. Great were the obstacles, 
but she worked untiringly. 

After a time Mrs. Wheatley dis- 
covered that her little slave had been 
writing poetry. When she read it 
she could scarcely realize that it 
came from the pen of Phillis. Mrs. 
Wheatley had some of the verses 
published, and soon the whole liter- 
ary world was marveling at the Afri- 
can girl prodigy. | 

Phillis had worked so hard to com- 
plete her education that her health 
began to fail. Seeing this, Mrs. 
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Wheatley sent her to England te re 
gain her strength. Here the
